Applicants appreciate Examiner's acknowledgement of allowable subject matter 
. in claims 1-6 and claims 9, 1 0, 13, and 14. 

Claims 7, 8, 11 , 1 2, and 1 5 have been cancelled. The rejections under § 1 02(b) are 
now moot 

Claim 9 has been amended to eliminate the antecedent basis issues. Elements of 
claim 7 and 8 have been incorporated into now-independent claim 9. Claims 10, 13, and 
14 now depeiid upon allowable claim 9. Applicants believe the §112 rejections have 
been addressed. 

With respect to Examiner's invitation to add section headings per 37 CFR 1 .77(b). 
Applicants respectfully decline the invitation. Ajiplicants prefer not to add section 
headings, for consistency with the parent application* Such section headings are not 
statutorily required for filing a non-provisional patent application under 35 USC 1 1 1(a), 
but per 37 CFR 1 .5 1 (d) are only guidelines that are suggested for Applicants' use. They 
are not mandatory, and in fact when Rule 77 was amended in 1996 (61 FR 42790, Aug. 
19, 1 996), Bruce A. Lehman, Assistant Secretary of Commerce and Commissioner of 
Patents and Trademarks, states in the Official Gazette: 

"Section 1.77 Is permisnve rather than mandatory. ... 1.77 merely expresses the 
omce's preference for the arrangement of the application dements.. The Office may 
advise an applicant that the appiicaticn does not comply with the format set forth in 
1.77, and surest this format for the applicant's consideration; however, the Office 
wUI not require any application to comply with the format set forth in 1.77.*'
